SOME BENEFITS OF WAR 


The great world war, despite the trémen- 
dous sacrifice of human lives, which is the 
real cost, does have and will continue to 
have many benefits, which, if not com- 
pensating, are yet consoling to a progress- 

‘ive civilization. It is well tot remember 
wfew of these. They are: 

First—The union of thany progressive 
nations formally to’ recognize equality 
as the true basis ofo government under the 
name of democracy. Hitherto it had 
simply been tolerated in Andorra, Switz- 
erland, the United States and France as an 
incidental method. 

Second—The elimination of reduction of 
waste, the chief parasite of prosperous civ- 
ilization, which had fastened itself on the 
people and had become aearly as great as 
abuse in this and other lands as in the 
palmiest day of the Roman empire. 

Third—The elevation of woman to a po- 
sition of equality with men, and a demon- 
stration of the fact that sex is not a primal 
factor in efficiency in any line in any coun- 
try. 

Fourth—The exhibition of proof that 
booze lessens efficiency at all times and in 
all places. 

Fifth—A clinching of the fact that the 
poor man has usually fought the battles in 
the past and paid the cost. The adoption 
of universal service in this country and 
Canada and the fight for taxing excess war 
profits in the Senate are the real germs of 
a change. 

Sixth—The conviction that Patriotism is 
spurious if based on dominion alone, and 
the only excuse for patriotism is the excel- 
lence of the government of a country. 

Seventh—The separation of the real from 
the unreal, fact from fiction, sincerity from 
pretense, truth and devotion from graft.— 
Stockton Record.

The old man Stoesbury is not pinched 
by these extravagances, for he is a partner 
with J. Pierpont Morgan in many inter- 
ests and possesses a roll that resembles a 
bundle of oilcloth.
